plot against Adolf Hitler, and was ? 
given much of the credit for the ! 
surrender of German troops 
northern Italy in 1945.

under Dulles’ direction — were! 
the U-2. “spy plane” incident' 
which broke up Eisenhower’s! 
Paris summit conference and the, 
Cuban invasion fiasco. i

ceived from the government the! 
Medal of Merit and Presidential!. 
Citation, and the Medal of Free-; 
dom, as well as honors from, 
France, Belgium and Italy. . / 
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
